RECRUITING PROGRESS. | 
ARMY'S GREATER INDUCEMENTS. 


In a memorandum dealing with the es- 
timates,. tho’ Minister for War, Sir 
Laming Worthington-Evans, says: “The 
beginning of the financial year will find 
the strength of the British Army, inclu- 
sive of the British troops in India, prac- 


| tically up to establishment, bit the’ un- 


usual number of men leaving the Colours 
during. the year will require recruiting 
to be maintained to the fullest possible 
extent: “In order to mitigate the effect 
of the abnormal outflow from the Army 
during ‘the’ coming year-and to. render it 
more regular in. future years, 3,000 men 
were invited in-19%.to transfer pre- 
maturely to the Army Reserve, and the 
response to this invitation has keen satis- 
Recourse to’ this measure will 
not be netessary next year. Recruiting 


j during the past year has, on the whole, 


been satisfactory, although the reduction 
in pay which came ‘into operation last 
October, is probably’ responsible. for a 
falling-off since that date, but it is. anti- 
cipated that the numbers for the: whole 


year will be only slightly short of the]: 


total required. 


The’ total ‘numbers ‘enlisted. 1 are not a 
true indication of the popularity of the 
Army as-a profession, since these repre- 
sent only 36 per cent. of the numbers 
offering themselves for enlistment. The 
high standards of character, education, 
and ‘physique required account largely, 
for the large proportion of rejections. 
Thee greatly improved conditions and 
prospects of Army ‘life have attracted in- 
creased numbers of the best type of re- 
eruit; in Londoa, for instance, 40 per 
cent. of the recruits enlisted were in em- 
ployment. The regulation under which 
recruits are enabled to makc. allotments 
of pay to their 
-daits through the regimental -paymaster 
has proved very ,popular, and in many 
districts as many as 70 per cent.. of the 
recruits presenting themselves have taken 

advantage. of it. 

Dealing with the re-settlement of soldiers 
in civil life, the Minister ‘says-that a
